To  THK  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of 
Cortland,  State  of  New  York: 

Gentlemen: 

Whereas,  Under  date  of  October  18,  1895,  an  application  was 
made  by  Harrison  Wells  for  the  laying-  out  and  opening-  of  a  cer- 
tain highway  in  the  town  of  Cortlandville,  Cortland  county,  New 
York,  {for  a  further  description  and  location  of  which,  reference  is 
made  to  said  application  and  map,  now  on  file  at  the  office  of  the 
Town  Clerk  of  said  town),  the  County  Court  of  said  Cortland  county 
did,  on  the  1st  day  of  November,  1895,  issue  an  order,  appointing- 
Walter  L.  Chaplin,  Dwight  N.  Hitchcock  and  G.  H.  Holmes,  Com- 
missioners, to  certify  as  to  the  necessity  of  laying  out  and  opening 
said  highway,  and 

Whereas,  On  the  21st  day  of  November,  1895,  said  Commissioners 
reported  that  said  highway  was  necessary  and  proper,  and  should 
be  laid  out  and  opened  in  accordance  with  said  application,  and 

Whereas,  At  a  term  of  of  the  County  Court  of  Cortland  county, 
held  at  the  Chambers  of  the  Cortland  county  Judge,  in  the  village  of 
Cortland,  N.  Y.,  on  the  3d  day  of  December,  1895,  present,  Hon.  J. 
E.  Eggleston,  County  Judge,  it  was  ordered  that  the  report  of  said 
Commissioners  be  confirmed,  and  that  said  highway  be  laid  out  and 
opened  in  accordance  therewith. 

Now,  Therefore,  In  accordance  with  the  provision  of  Section  69, 
County  Law,  Revised  Statute,  State  of  New  York,  We  the  under- 
signed, constituting  the  Town  Board,  together  with  the  Highway 
Commissioner  of  said  town  of  Cortlandville,  hereby  request  that 
your  Honorable  Board  authorize  the  town  of  Cortlandville  to  bor- 
row the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  for  the  purpose  of 
complying  with  said  order  and  report;  and  that  the  amount  of  said 
loan  be  added  to  the  tax  budget  of  the  town  of  Cortlandville,  at  the 
ensuing  annual  meeting  of  j^our  Honorable  Board.

Sir  —  I  have  forwarded  to-day,  under  separate  cover,  a  form  of 
statement  of  the  valuation  of  real  and  personal  estate  required  to  be 
made  by  you,  pursuant  to  Chapter  117  of  the  Laws  of  1836,  and  for- 
warded to  this  office  previous  to  the  second  Monday  in  December  in 
<each  year,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars.  I  have  also  forwarded 
forms  of  return  of  bonded  indebtedness  and  incorporated  companies 
liable  to  taxation.  It  is  indispensable  that  these  reports  be  furnished 
by  the  time  prescribed. 

The  Board  of  Equalization  of  Taxes,  in  pursuance  of  Chapter  908 
of  the  Laws  of  1895,  have  fixed  the  ag"greg"ate  valuation  of  property 
in  your  county  at  the  sum  of  $12,100,955,  upon  which  amount  a  State 
tax  of  $25,169.99  must  be  levied  for  the  fiscal  year,  commencing-  Oc- 
tober 1st,  1898,  as  provided  in  said  act,  being-  2  8-100  mills  on  the 
dollar,  for  the  following  purposes,  viz. :

Lawrence  J.  Fitzgerald,  being  duly  sworn,  says  that  he  resides 
at  Cortland,  N.  Y. ,  and  is  a  stockholder  in  the  National  Bank  of 
Cortland,  and  in  the  Seccnd  Xaticnal  Bank  of  Cortland,  both  of 
which  banks  are  domiciled  in  said  village.  That  deponent  is  assessed 
upon  the  roll  of  the  town  of  Cortlandville  for  the  year  1898  for  his 
stock  in  the  National  Bank  of  Cortland  the  sum  of  $14,700,  and  for 
his  stock  in  said  Second  National  Bank  of  Cortland  the  sum  of  $2,550. 
That  deponent  applies  to  have  both  of  such  assessments  stricken  from 
the  assessment  roll,  upon  the  ground  that  deponent  owes  debts  far  ex- 
ceeding the  amount  of  such  assessments,  and  which  have  not  been  offset 
against  any  other  taxable  personal  property  held  by  deponent.  That 
the  amount  of  debts  owing  by  deponent  and  to  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  of  his  personal  assessment  exceed  the  sum  of  $38,500,  and 
that  there  is  not  included  in  such  amount  any  debt  contracted  for  or 
incurred  for  the  purchase  of  non-taxable  property  or  securities  owned 
by  deponent  or  held  for  his  benefit,  nor  for  or  on  account  of  any  indi- 
rect liability  as  surety,  guarantor,  endorser  or  otherwise,  nor  for  the 
purpose  of  evading  taxation.  Taat  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  depo- 
nent was  distracted  from  business  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  re- 
view of  the  assessment  roll  of  said  town,  and  for  the  presentation  of 
grievances  on  account  of  the  illness  and  death  of  his  daughter,  depo- 
nent failed  to  present  an  affidavit  as  to  his  circumstances  to  the  said

By  the  existing  provisions  of  law,  the  Supervisors  of  any  county 
from  which  State  pupils  are  admitted  into  the  Syracuse  State  Insti- 
tution for  Feeble  Minded  Children,  are  required  to  raise  the  sum  of 
($30)  thirty  dollars  a  year  in  advance  for  each  pupil  so  admitted. 
See  Chapter  739  of  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  for  1867. 

As  the  Trustees  of  the  Institution  have  no  disposition  to  charge  the 
counties  for  clothing  State  pupils  anything  more  than  the  actual  cost  of 
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tlie  clothing-furnished,  they  have  decided  to  reduce  the  charge  to  twenty 
dollars  each  for  male  pupils,  and  tw^enty  dollars  for  females.  They 
are  enabled  to  do  this  only  by  purchasing-  the  supplies  at  wholesale, 
and  by  making-  a  portion  of  tlie  g-arments  with  the  labor  of  the  in- 
mates. 

The  following-  pupils  have  been  received  into  the  Institution  from 
your  county  upon  the  proper  leg-al  certificates  as  required  by  the  law 
relating-  to  the  admission  of  pupils:

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The  clerk  read  the  following  communication  from  a 
special  committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Mad- 
ison county: 

To  THE  Chairman  and  Clerks  of  Boards  of  Supervisors  of  Coun- 
ties Containing  Towns  Bonded  to  Aid  in  the  Construc- 
tion OF  Railroads: 

Gentlemen — At  the  annual  meeting'  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  Madison  County  for  the  year  1897,  the  undersigned  was  appointed 
a  committee  to  take  such  action  as  mig-ht  be  advisable  and  necessary, 
to  recover  from  the  State  certain  moneys  which  it  is  believed  have 
been  wrongfully  and  illeg-ally  collected  from  the  county  of  Madison 
and  other  counties  containing-  bonded  towns,  by  reason  of  conditions 
which  are  hereinafter  recited. 

By  Chapter  907  of  the  Laws  of  1869,  the  g-eneral  railroad  law  was 
so  amended  as  to  permit  any  town,  city  or  villag^e  throug^h  which  a 
proposed  railroad  was  to  run,  to  issue  its  bonds  in  aid  of  such  ra.il- 
road,  upon  compliance  with  certain  formalities  which  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  recite. 

By  section  4  of  the  act  in  question,  it  was  also  provided  that  all 
taxes,  except  school  and  hig-hway  taxes,  collected  for  the  next  thirty 
years  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  any  such  railroad,  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  county  treasurer,  and  applied  by  him  as  a  sinking-  fund 
for  the  payment  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  town.  In  short, 
as  far  as  state  and  county  taxes  are  concerned,  the  property  in  ques- 
tion was  withdrawn  from  taxation. 

The  act  has  been  the  subject  of  much  litig-ation,  and  is  more  or 
less  familiar  to  lawyers  in  counties  containing  bonded  towns.  (See 
Bridg-es  v.  Supervisors,  92  N.  Y.,  597;  Clark  v.  Sheldon,  106  N.  Y., 
104;  Stroug-h  v.  Supervisors,  119  N.  Y.,  212;  CrowniUvshield v.  Super- 
visors, 124  N.  Y.,  583;  Oneida  v.  Board  of  Supervisors,  136  N.  Y.,269; 
Woods  V.  Supervisors,  136  N.  Y.,  403,  etc.) 

As  the  result  of  these  litig-ations  the  towns  have  received  the  bene- 
fits intended  by  the  act,  but  it  has  been  at  the  expense  of  the  coun- 
ties in  which  they  were  located,  as  will  readily  be  seen.  The  coun- 
ties have  been  compelled  to  pay  to  the  towns  not  merely  the  county 
tax  levied  upon  the  railroad  property,  but  they  have  also  been  com- 
pelled to  pay  to  the  state,  the  state  tax  levied  upon  the  property  in 
question,  which  they  have  never  received  except  for  the  purpose  of 
turning-  it  over  to  the  towns. 

It  is  not  practicable,  within  the  limits  of  such  a  letter  as  this,  to 
enter  into  a  full  discussion  of  the  legal  questions  involved,  but  we  are 
satisfied  upon  good  legal  advice  that  the  state  never  had  any  right  to 
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receive  these  monej^s  from  the  counties,  and  that  their  collection  could 
have  been  successfully  resisted. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  an  effort  was  made  to 
procure  legislation  for  the  relief  of  these  counties,  and  a  bill  was  in- 
troduced in  the  Senate  for  that  purpose.  It  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  taxation  and  a  hearing  was  had  before  the  committee.  Some 
©f  the  members  of  the  committee  expressed  themselves  as  satisfied 
with  the  justice  of  the  proposed  measure,  but  stated  that  before  taking 
any  definite  action  upon  it,  they  wished  to  be  informed  as  to  the  amount 
of  money  involved.  This  we  were  unable  to  give  them,  except  as  to 
the  county  of  Madison.  It  is  proposed  to  bring  the  matter  before  the 
next  legislature,  and  it  is  imperative  that  this  information  should  be 
furnished.  The  information  desired  is  just  this:  What  is  the  amount 
of  state  tax  collected  from  railroads  in  your  county,  in  towns  or  other 
municipalities  which  were  bonded  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  such 
railroads,  in  each  year  since  and  including  1869?  This  can,  of  course, 
be  ascertained  by  finding  what  was  the  ratio  of  state  taxation  in  each 
jeear,  and  the  assessed  valuation  of  svich  railroad  property  in  each 
year,  and  multiplying  the  assessed  valuation  by  the  ratio. 

It  is  believed  that  this  is  a  question  of  much  importance  to  each  of 
the  counties  in  question,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  matter 
will  receive  your  early  attention,  and  that  a  prompt  reply  will  be 
Jorwarded  to  the  undersigned.

The  following-  report  of  the  State  Commissioner  of 
Prisons  was  read  by  the  clerk  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Court  House  and  Jail,  and  finally  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  County  Building's: 
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CORTLAND  COUNTY  JAIL. 

To  THE  State  Commission  of  Prisons: 

The  report  of  Commissioner  William  J.  Mantaiiye  respectfully 
shows  that  in  November,  1899,  he  inspected  the  jail  of- Cortland  county, 
at  Cortland,  N.  Y.,  attended  by  Arthur  E.  Brainard,  the  sheriff  of 
fhe  county,  who  also  acts  as  jailer. 

Some  of  the  improvements  in  the  jail  recommended  last  year  have 
been  made  by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  A  g-ood  bath 
room,  with  hot  and  cold  showers,  has  been  made  on  the  second  floor 
for  the  use  of  the  entire  jaiil,  electric  lights  have  been  put  in  each  of 
the  rooms  on  the  second  floor,  and  in  the  corridors  of  the  first  floor, 
with  a  cut-off  on  the  outside,  and  fixed  iron  wash  basins  have  been 
placed  in  the  corridors  of  the  lower  floor,  with  waste  pipes  running- 
to  the  closets  and  thence  emptying-  into  the  sewers. 

The  cells,  rooms  and  corridors  were  in  a  fairly  g-ood  and  cleanly 
-condition,  but  the  care  of  them  is  evidently  left  largely  to  the  inmates, 
who  are  of  a  class  naturally  slack  in  such  matters.  It  is  evident  that 
a  little  more  pressure  should  be  broug-ht  to  bear  vipon  them,  and  that 
a  stricter  supervision  of  the  work  would  be  beneficial.  Several  of 
the  inmates  did  not  seem  to  be  aware  of  the  existence  of  the  bath 
room.  Those  notQinclined  to  profit  by  its  convenience  and  benefit  to 
them  should  be  compelled  to  use  it.  As  the  population  of  a  jail  is 
transient  and  shifting-,  it  is  for  the  public  good  and  health  that  g-reat 
care  should  be  used  in  respect  to  cleanliness,  that  diseases  may  not 
be  eng-endered  throug-h  want  of  care  and  then  carried  out  into  com- 
munity. Some  further  improvements  are  necessary  and  should  be 
made  at  once.  The  floors  of  the  lower  story  are  of  stone,  similar  to 
those  used  for  sidewalks.  They  have  ragg-ed  edg-es,  and  in  some 
places  holes  were  chipped  out  to  allow  water  to  run  through  into  the 
g-round  under  the  floor.  By  reason  of  the  rough  edges  of  the  stones 
they  do  not  fit  tightly  together;  but,  besides  the  holes  mentioned,  large 
•cracks  are  left  between  the  stones  and  at  edges  of  floor,  in  which  -dirt 
naturally  accumvilates,  and  water  upon  the  floor  passes  through  into 
the  earth  underneath,  which  remains  damp  and  becomes  foul.  These 
"defects  also  largely  prevent  flushing  the  cells  and  make  the  cleanli- 
ness necessary  in  such  a  place  almost  impossible. 

There  have  been  some  recent  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  vicinity,  and 
at  least  one  in  the  village  during  the  present  month.  If  that  or  any 
other  infectious  disease  should  once  get  into  this  jail,  there  is  no  doubt 
that,  by  reason  of  the  defects  mentioned  and  the  filth  remaining  in 
the  openings  in  the  floor,  its  germs  would  remain  as  a  permanent 
danger.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  stone  floors  be  at  once 
removed  and  replaced  by  a  solid  cement  floor,  with  a  depression  or 
sink  at  one  corner  of  each  corridor,  from  which  pipes  running  into 
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the  sewer  would  carry  off  the  waste  water.  This  would  permit  fre- 
quent flushing"  of  the  corridors  and  bring-  about  the  cleanliness,  the 
lack  of  which  is  a  public  dang"er.  Such  a  chang^e  would  be  inex- 
pensive to  the  county,  as  the  stones  now  constituting"  the  floor  could 
be  sold  for  their  full  value  or  cost  for  walks,  for  which  purpose  they 
are  much  more  suitable.  The  avails  of  the  sale  of  the  stones  would 
nearly,  if  not  quite,  pay  the  expense  of  ,_the  new  floors,  and  a  great 
dang"er,  which  may  at  any  time  prove  very  expensive,  would  be  re- 
moved. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  fixed  iron  wash  basins,  connecting"  with 
the  closets  or  sewers,  as  on  the  lower  floor,  be  placed  in  the  rooms  of 
the  second  floor. 

The  ventilation  of  the  lower  floor  is  also  bad,  particularly  during" 
cold  weather,  as  it  is  mainly  throug"h  the  windows  which  can  not 
well  be  open  in  cold  weather.  The  windows  can  not  at  any  time  take 
out  the  heavy,  bad  air  from  near  the  floors.  There  are  larg-e  chim- 
neys extending"  from  above  the  roof  down  into  the  lower  corridors, 
formerly  used  when  the  heating"  was  by  stoves.  The  heating"  now  is 
by  steam  pipes,  and  the  chimneys  are  not  needed  as  such.  Venti- 
lator pipes  running"  from  near  the  floor  up  into  the  chimneys  would 
make  a  better  system  of  ventilation  with  very  little  expense.  Such  a 
chang"e  is  recommended. 

At  the  time  of  the  inspection  there  were  four  inmates  of  the  lower 
floor,  one  serving  35  days,  two  serving  59  days'  sentences  on  convic- 
tion for  intoxication,  and  one  awaiting  action  of  the  grand  jury 
upon  the  charge  of  grand  larceny, — horse  stealing.  These  were  all 
in  the  corridor  together,  instead  of  those  convicted  of  misdemeanors 
being  kept  separate  from  the  one  still  awaiting  the  action  of  the  grand 
jury  on  the  charge  of  felony.  As  there  are  two  corridors  they  could 
■easily  be  separated,  and  the  sheriff  was  advised  to  make  the  change. 

On  the  upper  floor  were  two  boys,  under  sixteen  years  of  age, 
awaiting  the  action  of  the  grand  jury  upon  a  charge  of  grand  lar- 
ceny, in  a  room  with  a  man  awaiting  examination  on  the  charge  of 
grand  larceny.  The  man  stated  as  a  fact  that  he  had  served  time 
before  in  some  penal  institution.  The  sheriff  was  advised  to  sepa- 
rate the  man  from  the  boys,  and  promised  to  do  so.  There  were  no 
other  inmates  of  the  jail  than  the  seven  above  mentioned. 

No  employment  is  given  to  the  convicts  in  this  jail,  as  required  by 
the  law,  and  they  spend  their  time  pla3dng  cards  and  exchanging 
experiences.  Their  imprisonment  is  not  punishment,  but  more  of  a 
rest  or  vacation,  which  is  not  dreaded  after  the  first  conviction.  If 
•employment  were  furnished,  and  those  convicted  were  put  at  work  on 
highways  or  preparing  material  for  it,  shorter  sentences  would  be 
adeqviate  for  the  offence,  and  the  occasion  for  second  or  third  convic- 
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tions  would  not  be  given.  Punishment  by  work  would  be  economical 
in  lessening-  the  term  of  sentence  and^Tiaintenance,  and  also  in  less- 
ening the  number  of  convictions,  even  if 'no  profit  were  otherwise  re- 
ceived from  the  labor. 

Thp  Board  of  Supervisors  also  contracts  with  a  penitentiary  out  the 
county  to  board  and  care  for  those  of  its  convicts  for  misdemeanors  who 
are  sentenced  for  sixty  days  or  more,  paying  usually  $2.10  a  week 
each,  besides  the  officer's  fee  and  ex^jenses  of  from  eight  to  ten  dol- 
lars for  transferring  them.  The  officer's  fee  and  expenses  alone  would 
keep  the  man  in  jail  for  from  fifteen  to  twenty  days,  which  would 
generally  be  adequate  for  the  offence  if  accompanied  with  punish- 
ment by  labor,  and  save  the  additional  board  bill  for  from  nine  to 
twenty-six  weeks  in  the  penitentiary,  where  the  man  is  put  in  asso- 
ciation with  the  worst  characters  of  many^  counties,  to  return  a  more 
confirmed  or  hardened  criminal  than  he  went.  The  custom  tends  tO' 
increase  rather  than  to  decrease  crime  and  the  number  of  criminals, 
and  is  more  expensive  to  the  county  that  would  be  a  compliance  with 
the  law  which  has  existed  for  fifty  years,  reqviiring  convicts  in  jails- 
to  be  employed  at  some  kind  of  labor.

Mr.  Brown  was  called  to  th3  chair,  and 
Mi.^  clerk  read  the  following'  report  of  the  special  com- 
mittee to  visit  the  county  farm,  as  presented  by  the 
chairman,  Mr.  Hammond: 

To' THE"  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Cortland  County: 

.The  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Board  of  Supervisors  to  visit 
the  county  farm,  desires  to  make  the  following"  report:  That  on  the 
2Bt!i  day  of  May,  1898,  we  visited  said  farm  and  made  a  thoroug"h 
inspection  of  the  same.  We  found  the  changes  recommended  by  the 
Gommittee  to  the  last  Board,  as  reg"ards  the  purchase  of  bedsteads, 
Had  been  made,  and  now,  in  place  of  the  old  wood-post  bedsteads  in 
the  dormitories,  there  are  single  iron  frame  ones,  with  woven  wire 
£p.-£ng"s,  new  bedding,  with  a  new  spread  for  each  bed.  We  also 
found  that  the  rooms  had  been  newly  painted  and  papered.  They  cer- 
tainly look  very  neat  and  clean.  Also  a  new  suit  of  clothes  had  been 
furnished  each  inmate.  Everything,  in  fact,  had  been  done  that  was 
possible  to  rid  the  rooms  of  all  vermin,  if  any  existed  there.  The  rooms 
belaw  also  have  been  painted.  The  inmates  seemed  to  be  happy  and 
expressed  themselves  as  well  pleased  with  the  food,  care  and  treat- 
md'.it  they  received.  The  building"s  and  g"rounds  show  that  g"ood  care 
is  taken  of  them,  and  we  feel  that  the  people  of  Cortland  county  can 
Gongratulate  them^ielves  that  the  property  is  in  such  good  hands.  We 
TRTjre  inclined  to  recommend  a  change  in  the  bathing  system,  but  such 
3t  change  has  been  made  since  our  visit,  and  in  place  of  the  long"  box 
(into  which  each  inmate  had  to  get,  one  after  the  other,)  is  a  system 
fejiown  as  the  spray  or  shower  bath  system,  which  we  trust  will  meet 
mth  .the  approval  of  each  member  of  the  Board.    Although  we  found 
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the  place  in  as  nice  condition  as  it  is,  yet  there  are  improvements  that 
can  be  made,  and  we  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following-: 

1.  We  would  recommend  that  the  two  stoves  in  the  kitchen  be  re- 
placed by  new  ones,  as  the  present  ones  are  well  worn,  and  espe- 
cially one  of  them  is  in  an  unsafe  condition. 

2.  A  water  closet  for  the  use  of  the  keeper  and  his  family  would  be 
a  valuable  addition,  and  one  that  would  be  greatly  appreciated.

To  THE  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of 
Cortland: 

Your  special  committee  appointed  in  1896  on  the  claim  of  the- 
County  of  Cortland  against  the  State  of  New  York,  for  the  building's 
erected  for  the  care  of  the  insane  of  said  county,  would  respectfully 
report  as  follows,  to-wit:  Since  the  last  report  of  your  committee  we 
have,  as  recommended  by  the  last  Board  of  Supervisors,  through  our 
attorneys,  Bouton  &  Champlin,  employed  experts  to  examine  said, 
buildings,  which  examination  was  subsequently  made  by  them,  and 
witnesses  were  procured  to  testify  upon  the  trial  of  said  cause.  That 
such  proceedings  were  thereafter  had,  that  the  case  was  finally 
brought  to  trial  and  a  successful  termination  at  a  term  of  the  Court; 
of  Claims,  held  at  the  city  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  on  or  about  the  17th: 
and  18th  days  of  March,  1898,  and  a  judgment  or  decree  rendered  by 
said  court  in  favor  of  said  County  of  Cortland  and  against  the  State 
of  New  York  for  the  sum  of  $4,750,  which  said  sum  was  thereafter- 
paid  to  said  attorneys,  and  by  them  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  this- 
county,  and  still  remains  in  his  hands.  That  out  of  the  sum  of  $200,. 
which  was  raised  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1897  to  pay  dis- 
bursements in  said  case,  there  has  been  paid  out  the  sum  of  $81.70  in- 
witnesses'  fees  and  other  expenses  legitimately  and  necessarily  ip- 
curred,  leaving  a  balance  of  said  sum  thus  raised  in  the  hands  of 
the  county  treasurer  to  the  amount  of  $118.30.  That  the  attorneys  by 
us  employed  in  said  case  have  as  yet  received  no  compensation  for- 
their  .services,  and  we  would  respectfully  recommend  that  their  claims- 
for  said  services  be  adjusted  and  settled.   That  vouchers  for  all  money- 
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paid  out  in  the  prosecution  of  said  cause  are  herewith  presented  to 
this  Board.  That  there  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  county  treasurer 
and  to  the  credit  of  the  county  the  sum  of  $4,868.30.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  county  still  owns  the  building^s,  and  that  they  can  be 
used  to  some  advantag"e  hy  the  county,  we  feel  that  the  taxpayers 
ought  to  be  well  pleased  with  the  amount  which  has  been  received 
for  said  buildings.

Appropriations  for  improvements  I  leave  to  the  judgment  of  the 
Board.  The  interior  of  the  almshouse  has  been  thoroughly  renovated, 
repaired,  painted  and  papered.  Sixty  iron  bedsteads  with  woven  wire 
springs,  have  been  placed  in  the  institution.  A  spray  bath  system 
has  been  placed  in  each  of  the  inmates'  departments.  This  appara- 
tus works  to  our  entire  satisfaction.  A  double  cow  stable  has  been 
built  in  the  east  end  of  the  cow  barn.  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Board  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  placing  a  new  range  in  the  in- 
mates' kitchen,  and  also  one  in  the  keeper's  department.  The  one  in 
the  inmates'  kitchen  is  in  a  very  unsafe  condition.  The  plumbing  in 
the  almshouse  and  in  the  asylum  building  has  been  thoroughly  re- 
paired. I  wish  further  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact 
that  the  lead  pipe  that  brings  the  water  from  the  springs  on  the  hill- 
side, is  in  a  very  worn-out  condition,  liable  to  become  useless  at  any 
time,  and  thus  leave  the  institution  without  a  water  supply.  I  rec- 
ommend that  a  new  pipe  be  laid.

When  the  assessors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  completed  their  roll,  they  shall  severally  appear  be- 
fore any  officer  of  their  county,  avithorized  by  law  to  administer 
oaths,  and  shall  severally  make  and  subscribe  before  such  officer,  an 
oath  in  the  following  form: 

We,  the  undersigned,  do  severally  depose  and  swear  that  we  have 
set  down  in  the  foregoing  assessment  roll,  all  the  real  estate  situated 
in  the  tax  district  in  which  we  are  assessors,  according  to  our  best 
information;  and  t|iat,  with  the  exception  of  those  cases  in  which  the 
value  of  the  said  real  estate  has  been  changed  by  reason  of  proof  i  ro- 
duced  before  us,  we  have  estimated  the  value  of  the  said  real  estate  at 
the  sums  which  a  majority  of  the  assessors  have  decided  to  be  the  f  .ill 
value  thereof;  and  also,  that  the  said  assessment  roll  contains  a  true 
statement  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  taxable  personal  estate  of 
each  and  every  person  named  in  such  roll,  over  and  above  the  amo-ant 
of  debts  due  from  such  persons  respectively,  and  excludingsuch  stocks 
as  are  otherwise  taxable,  and  such  other  property  as  is  exempt  by 
law  from  taxation,  at  the  full  value  thereof,  according  to  our  best 
judgment  and  belief. 

Such  oath  shall  be  written  or  printed  on  said  roll,  signed  by  the 
assessor,  and  certified  by  the  officer.
